One Chiecano student interviewed 
felt“left out”because she found 
Very few Chicanos to _ relate and 
speak to in Spanish at Galileo. But 
when asked if she would prefer to 
attend a_ school for Chicanos，she 
said no. 

A few students from Hong 玉 ong 
interviewed said they had_ felt 
uncomfortable with other racial 
groups when they first started to 
attend pubjlic schools a few years 
ago0. But with exposure, they have 
grown used to them and have 
given Up their stereotyped notions. 
Their conclusion: “There's good 
and bad in every race.” 

Another group of students from 
Hong ong felt that there were 
certain blacks who dislijked them. 
They spoke of being beaten up and

“Too many blacks at one School 
will give _ us _ trouble,” they said.

BERKELEY 一 “Desegregation 
does not mean integratiom'” Says 
Dennis Tominaga, School psSycholo- 
gist at Martin Luther King Junior 
High School. In talking with Asian- 
American and black administra- 
tors throughout the Berkeley Uni- 
fied School District， 了 ast/West 
found that most would agree with 
Tominaga. 

For allthe praise accorded to the 
Berkeley School District for their 
Success In mixing the races at all 
levels, there are still a lot of com- 
plaints. 

At the beginning of the "60s, the 
Berkeley Sehool Distriect was a 
Segregated System. But with the 
initial thrust of-the black move- 
ment，and the general political 
mood in Berkeley，things Swiftly 
began to change. 

Although the major emphasis of 
school reform was to mix the large 
white population with an edually 
large black one, the Asian Ameri- 
can population had gathered their 
forces by 1968, and petitioned the 
Board of 也 ducation to form the 
Asian Task Force (ATF). 

One of the ATF"Ss first requests 
was that a Director of Asian Stud- 
ies be appointed. Glenn Watanabe 
was named and with this move， 
the AsSiar-Americans in Berkeley 
began to move toward some repre- 
sentation in the school system. 

FLATLANDS 

Most of the Asian-American fam- 
ilies then and now live in the“flat- 
lands,， an area between Sacra- 
mento and the Bay on the north 
side of the University of California 
campus， Most Asian-American 
children still attend school in this 
area, despite the general busing of 
children from the flatlands to the 
hills and Vice versa. 

Therefore, most Asian-Americarn 


children will follow an educational 
path that begins at Jefferson 
Grade School，which includes kin- 
dergarten through third grade. 

Jefferson features a special Di- 
lingual program for Cantonese- 
and English-speaking cehildren 
taught by Madeline Tan Mrs. 
Tan's story begins 12 years ago0 
when she first started teaching in 
the Berkeley schools. For eight 
years there was no _ education for 
those children who were_Canton- 
ese-Speaking. 

“Then their parents came to me 
and asked me to teach a class onee 
a week for their children. So 工 
taught a full week of classes，Eng- 
lish as a Second Language (了 SI)， 
and a Chinese and Cultural Heri- 
tage class once a week. Ilost four- 
teen pounds and was Up every 
night until midnight planning eur- 
riculum.” 

“Then in 1970.we set up the first 
Chinese bilingual class which was 
picked up in 1971 by BABEL (Bay 
AreaBilingual Education League.) 
BABEI's funds enabled me to hire 
two aides.” 

But now Mrs， Tan is worried. 
Enrollment has dropped at Jeffer- 
Son School， and funds have been 
cut，yJetfferson will have to drop 
three teachers，one of whom is an 
aide to Mrs. Tan. 

NEAR COLLAPSE 

"Its just the same as folding the 
programl!”she says.“We must re- 
cruit more children or the whole 
thing will eollapse.” 

The purpose of Mrs. Tan's class 
is not just to teach Chinese-speak-， 
ing children 尼 nglish 一 that is the 
purpose of the ESL program- Mrs. 
Tan tries to emphasize both Can- 
tonese and English，and to teach 
Asian culture.

We know it only too well. mn the past, even major candidates 
wouljd buy advertisements from Chinatown newspapers ftor 
their campaigns and then later default on the payments.A few 
years ago，when the social problems of Chinatown, especially 
youth delinquency，were crying for remedies, city politicians 
came through with a gateway on Grant .Avenue to further 
embellish the glded ghetto. 

Many elected officials have been busy _ cultivating Private 
friendship with some Chinatown leaders. They wine and dine 
in Chinatown. They say that some of their best friends are 
Chinese. However，they have completely forgotten or mis- 
understood the communlity needs. 

Wearesick and tired of generalities mouthed by politicians. 
We would like to hear exactly what they understand about 
Chinese community problems，and what they Plan to do 
about them. East/West invited state candidates to address 
themselves to Chinatown problems. Regretably, few replied. 

As Chinese-Americans，we have a duty to educate oUr 
citizens，to steer them away 位 om the politics of China into 
American politics. We must organlze,， register OUI Voters, and 
get them out to cast thelir ballots.

vear，in 1970-71，she said，there 
were three teachers and 12 para- 
professionals serving about 350 
children. Tsukamoto said that 
there would be 600 cehildren en- 
rolleq in PSI elasses by next fall. 

Besides RSL，Byrd said，the 
Zone TIoffice recently hired two re- 
soOUrcee tcachers to _ plan and de- 
velop multi-eultural education pTo- 
orams. Wong said that he believed 
ESI and bilingual education pro- 
xrams could supplement each 
other instcad of being mutually ex- 
clusive ns Some people mightthink. 

He said that there has been an

That is the whole idea behind the 
“zonal office”concept, she said. 

Tsukamoto also said that she 
favored the zonal concept because 
“schools do very much sharing (of 
cduipment and programs) among 
themselves . . .better off working 
as a team than as separate enti- 
ties.” 

Byrd said that out of the Carne- 
eic funds, about $250,000 over the 
last three years, each School with- 
in thc Complex recelves a Share of 
so-called Site diseretionary money 
to bc used to satisfy the particular 
nccds of the individual schools.

Misuhara is encouraged by the 
environment at Franklin.“ Because 
we have Asian administrators and 
Asian teachers，things are more 
relaxed.

The traces of racism still seem to 
drift in all directions. Dr. Jackson， 
who is black， says that sometimes 
the superiority of Chinese-Amaeri- 
cans is harder to deal with than 
that of whites. Mary .Logan，also 
black，says that the more articu- 
late white and Asian children can 
provoke the frustrated black child 
into physical retaliation. And Der- 
nis-Tominaga says that one by- 
producet of King's seventh-grade 
Third World Program is to leave 
the .white children with unresolved 
guilt.

Raceial separation remains the 
kevy to relations between black and 
Asian students at Oakland Techni- 
eal Ligh School, the scene of racial 
strite last year when na black stu- 
dent was stabbed to death alleg- 
edly by once of three Chinese stu- 
dents from a nearby junior high 
school. Today，ceonditions are_ not 
tense, but a qisunity exists among 
the students. 

Acecording to 1972 statistics， 
Oakland Tech has approximately 
54.1 per eent blacks, 14.7 per cent 
Asians，20.2 per cent Spanish- 
speaking and 11.0 per cent other: 
ethnic students. Blacks dominate 
sehool acetivities while Asians tend 
to isolate themselves，despite nu- 
merous attempts by adqministra- 
tors, faceulty and black students to 
encouragec their participation。 In- 
teractions that do oceur are usual- 
jy limited to conversations on an 
inelass basis, rarcly moving onto a 
Social jevel except between those 
students “who gcet along with 
eVeryone. 

“Asians feel uneomfortahble rclat- 
ing to us,”sSsaid_ some black stu- 
dents. “Sometimes they don't 
speak wood Enpglish; sometimes 
theywre emibarrasseq or afraiq that 
wed retalinte.”

International Week，where vari-

Acceording to Libby Dyson， com- 
munity relations assistant， “It's 
diffieult to get students to do 
things _ socially on a_ ceontinuous 
basis, as were all into ethnic trips. 
We have assemblies and confer- 
ences to gather ideas and to reach 
out to different groups to get them 
involved in School aetivities，but 
its always anucleus of students 
who are the most acetive Or who re- 
main active.” 

STEREOTYPES 

Blaek and Asian students, on the 
whole, continue to view each other 
in Stereotyped roles. To the blacks， 
AsSians are “niec，but duiet，pas- 
sivce and studious;”to tbhe Asians， 
hlacks are“loud，rowdy，smoking 
?nd always getting into trouble.” 

J)yson contenqs that the overall 
lack of communication between 
hlacksandqd Asians at the sehool is a 
“community-related problem which 
is ultimately caused by the home 
situation.“Asa whole,”she stated， 
“blacks go not mind Socializing， 
but because of stereotypes，other 
roups qdont want to interact or 
relate with them. There is hardly 
ny promotion of racial integration 
hy the parents; so the schools， 
whbich arc Socially-oriented, canrot 
effectively counteract the norms of 
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Separatism preached in the homes，. 
It is diffieult， then, for students to 
Overcome stereotypes.” 

Interracial harmony at Oakland 
High School appears more wide- 
Spread than at Oakland Tech. Per- 
haps one factor is that the stu- 
dents at Oakland High constitute a 
more balanced racial picture. Ac- 
cording to 1972 figures, blacks ap:- 
proximated 39.8 per cent; Asians， 
20.5 per eent;i Spanish-speaking， 
10.1 per eenti and other ethnic 
groups，29.6 per cent of the total 
cnrollment. 


“There is really no racial tension 、 


at this scehool”saidq Assistant Prin- 
cipal James Van.“Most of the kids 
herce are from a middle-class eco- 
nomic background, no matter what 
their race， They usually party 
after sechool acetivities，at which 
time they are 'friends not trying to 
integrate the world.” Certain 
cvents do tend to segregate them， 
like night dances when only the 
blacks attend，but other events， 
likec football games，everyone at- 
tends，he addecd. 

SOCIALLY ORIENTED 
Everything's together,”ap- 
peared to be the consensus of opin- 
ion among the students inter- 
viewed，whose primary conceerns 
were' to get good grades and go to 
collegce. “Students are Tiot politi- 
cally motivated;， theyre Soeially 
oricnted 一 everyone can be a class 
officer or attend Sports and 
dances,”said one student. Other 
students added that there is very 
little seareh for self or ethnic idqern- 
tity among their peers，although 
Asian,black and La Raza concerns 
do exist-

fion but we are not overly corn- 
cerned with 让 We only think of 让 
outside of the school context ”said 
SecvVeral Asian students. 

Black students joinedq in by ob- 


serving that although Asians gen- 
erally studied hard, many of them 
“Smoked weed like anyone else” 
and that they are often as“loud” 
as the blacks. 

Jack Van Zandt，director of ac- 
tivities at Oakland High，found 
that interracial relations depend 
on the individual more than any- 
thing else, but that blacks tend to 
bemore' stand-offish"thananybody 
else. There is more intermingling 
between Asians and whites than 
between either group and blacks， 
he observed. 

Although Oakland High is per- 
haps the most integrated of all 
high schools in Oakland，violence 
still exlsts, Sometimes due to racial 
causes，JInterracial problems de-

CLASS PROBLEMS 

Some have remarked that the 
problems at the school are mostly 
class-related, not race-related.This 
is _ especially evident in the rela- 
tions between foreign and Ameri- 
can-born Asians at the school. 

“Wetried to getthe foreign-born 
Chinese,theAmerican-born Asians 
and the Pilipinos to work together， 
to interact on a social level and to 
be aware of discerimination,” said 
Judy Huey, president of the Asian 
Student Alliance.
